With the demise of vinyl becoming more and more apparent within the 
HC scene, it seems clear that if we still want to keep producing inde¬ 
pendent records as an accessable source, we must become more 
independent as a so called "scene" ourselves. The bigger distributers 
who primally deal with shops for instance are becoming more and more 
reluctant to continue to distribute vinyl apart from the bigger labels 
such as Dischord etc. We must try and take control of this situation for 
ourselves if we wish to realistically continue with the format of vinyl as 
an alternative to compact discs. It seems to me that more and more so, 
it will fall into the hands of the smaller independent distributers 
to support the labels, in so doing, to continue to produce vinyl. 

As a combined effort with other independent distributers, we have 
decided to form a free regular mailout, sending current mailorder lists 
to people (for the time being), in the UK. Hopefully this will encourage 
more people to use the distributers direct, and thus giving support to 
the distributers, labels, and the scene in general on a longer-term 
basis; also avoiding the all too often expensive prices charged in the 
shops and so on. If you're in the UK, and want to be part of this project, 
send us your name and address to the AWA address above.

^ SLE We've gotten a lot of good feedback so far 
on the first T. It sold 1500 copies and theres 
another pressing due soon. We have a little 
trouble getting into the really strict Hardcore 
distribution circles because it's really melodic. I 
never know how people perceive SLEEPER. 
Hopefully people won't label us as any one type 
of music. We are definatley a lot different from 
other N.Y. bands. N.Y. has been notourious for 
it's "hardstyle" bands and it's newer grind / 
noise scene at ABC No Rio. That's OK. We're 
definatly not going to join the musical styles of ■ 
anyone else, although I am a huge fan of those 
newer bands like HELL NO, RORSCHACH, i 
MEREL, HUASIPUNGO, etc... 

* Things have changed a lot since our first 7". 

* It's gotton more straightforward and a lot more ( 
powerful. I think our lyrics are also becoming • 
progressively more concrete and , 
understandable. But also, since were a lot more 
melodic, it's also easier to get shows on a lot of 
the N.Y.H.C. bills. 


AWA What's the state of the New York scene 
right now ? Do you think it's over-rated (in 
comparison to the scene, say five years ago) ? 
What about ABC No Rio ?? 

SLE:The N.Y. scene in my opinion is the best it's 
been in years. ABC No Rio is my favorite place. 
The bands are really good today. CBGB's a few

years ago was a mess. They only catered 
bands like GORILLA BISCUITS, SICK OF 
ALL, AGNOSTIC FRONT etc... When out 
state bands would play, there would be very 
poor turnouts. ABC is run really good. They 
have a policy of notbooking any racist, sexist, or 
homophobic acts. CBGB's was primally 
concerned with the "cool" bands most of the 
time. 

ABC pretty much revived a dying scene 
(actually dead!). I think they have a lot of 
integrity. I only wish the crowd would be a lot 
more supportive of the unknowns sometimes. 
There's also the wetlands who do some decent 
shows in the Manhatten area. Then there's a 
club called NERI's on Staten Island where bands 
can get a fairly good deal. 

It also really depends on the "promotor" and 
I his ability to put together the right line up of 
V* bands, but the ABC No Rio is pretty much thep 
ffl best we've got right now. 

AWA:It seems like certain "N.Y. Bands" are 
doing their best to profit as much as possible 
j from their "status" (e.g. SICK OF IT ALL, 

1 KILLING TIME etc). What do you think of the 
\ commercialism involved with these sort of bands.| 
SLErSICK OF IT ALL, KILLING TIME, CRO- 
MAGS, and AGNOSTIC FRONT are all examples 
of hardcore bands that have changed their sound 
to become more metal and then capitalised on it. Jf* 
I don't dislike any of these bands to tell you theF 
truth, it's just that we're gonna try to get a bigger 
audience by more a alternative means, hopefully \ 
the way FUGAZI did it, such as fair record | 
prices and show prices. I don't get upset about 
SICK OF IT ALL and all those bands making 
money money because it's not MY money that 
they are getting. I don't buy their albums and I 
never will. If people are stupid enough to buy 
their way into that line of bullshit then so be it. jl 
I also don't consider any of those bands 
-■"Hardcore" anymore. Hardcore is about*jJj 
A integrity. I'm also not going to state everything| 
k that Kent McClard and NO ANSWERS said I 
years ago. It's already been established. It's just I 
too 

bad that kids today are confusing those bandsj 
for real, honest Hardcore 
acts, like RORSCHACH, DOWNCAST, HELLg 
NO, etc... 

It's a real tricky thing. Mainstream acts can I 
always claim that they sign to a major label fori 
better distribution, a better looking product etc... g 
but it really goes deeper than that. Look atl 
FUGAZI and DISCHORD. They get greatE 
distribution and you don't have to pay big bucks I 


for their releases and their stuff is always 
available on vinyl for those who want it. I am not 
against compact discs but releases should always 
be avaliable on wax if possible. If a release is not 
available on vinyl, then that's not Hardcore to

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VEHICLES AND THE 
environment 

The transport industry itself isa huge industry if* 
comparison to other types of industries. On an 
individual level, we’re all constantly making desi- 
sions on how we decide to gel from A to 15, he it by 
car, lorry, train, airplane, boat and so on. In addi¬ 
tion, many huisnesses worldwide depend on the 
transport system. Indeed, transport is a lifeline te¬ 
rn os t of the population. 

However, the majority of people today are un¬ 
conscience of the connections hetw ecu our patterns 
of our mass movement and the state of the environ¬ 
ment around ourselves. Many people are unaware 
ofthein-directencouragementliovernments world¬ 
wide give towards the motor industry through state 
funded subsidies and tax conscccions tor example, 
(largly due to economic reasons ). The individual 
ownership of vehicles is much more preferable to 
Governments rather than the encouragement of 
public transport ie.buses,trains etc plus other alter¬ 
native forms of transport - again tor economic 
purposes. 

Private car ownership can offer many advan¬ 
tages. Convenience is a major factor in the owner¬ 
ship of vehicles, with many people actually being 
dependent on cars. In return, a vehicle gives the 
chance for the owner to use approximatley three 
tonnes of petrol, to grossly pollute the atmosphere 
and our surroundings, to kill our surrounding 
wildlife, perhaps also killing pedestrians along the 
way, and can offer the driver a chance to kill him or 
herself along the way as well... 

The follow ingarticlc will hopefully show someof 
the huge amounts of problems caused by our pres¬ 
ent transportational sy stem and possible solutions, 
that we can individually conduct on a day-to-day 
basis.

LEAD - Using un leaded petrol in a vehicle, gives 
many drivers some self-satisfaction that they have 
“done their bit” towards the environmental problem. 
Indeed, in the UK, when the amount of lead contained 
in petrol was reduced in 1986, the atmospheric conccn 
Lralions of lead begain to be reduced almost immedi¬ 
ately. However lead itself is a non-degradable sub 
stance meaning once it has been pumped out of a 
vehicle’s exhaust, it remains within the environment, 
and is continually being added to year by year. Ia>ng 


tenn exposure It) lead can produce paralysis, uncon 
sciousness, I its and even death. <)ther effects include 
problems with the development and operation of the 
brain, espically in children, which results in behav 
ioural and inteleclual disorders. Children with higher 
concentrations of lead within their blood ( often in 
urbanized or industrial areas) lend to have lower IQ’s. 

Countries where leaded petrol is still extcnsivly 
used, the fumescreate so cal led “lead corridors” along¬ 
side mainroads, which result sin high concentrations ol 
lead to dangerous extents. 

Incidently, unleaded petrol is often reffered to as 
being “lead-free”, which is ,in un accurate description 
as aM petrol contains lead to a certain extent. 



CARBON MONOXIDE is a odourless, colourless, 
and highly poisonous gas produced by insufficient air 
in the air and luel mixture within a vehicle. The main 
clfcclson human health caused by carbon monoxide is 
a reduced capacity of human blood to carry oxygen, 
and urn aggravate certain breathing disorders. It also 
causes drowisiness, unconsciousness or even death 
under extreme exposure. 

In many cities, the levels of carbon monoxide within 
the air, frequently exeed the levels set by the World 
1 lealtli Organisation by up to seven limes. 

Current estimates show that the average increase in the 
concentration of carbon monoxide per year at today’s 
current rale, is between 0.8 % and 1.4 % worldwide. 

HY DROCARBONS are p;irticlesofunbumedpetrol 
that react with sunlight to produce smog. In addition, 
other ell eels include the production of various com¬ 
pounds found within the gas that are know to cause 
several health problems include “benz-a-pyrene” which 
is a cancer causing agent also found in cigarette smoke. 
Black dirt and grime is also produced which damages 
and disfigures buildings. 

I he unbumed petrol is caused by engines in ve¬ 
hicles not working to their capabilities, then the gas is 
released via the exhaust. Modem engine design can 
restrict the amount of hydrocarbon gases released by 








re-circulating engine fumes back into the air intake. 
Hydrocarbon gases are also released into the atmos¬ 
phere by evaporation via the fuel tank, through part of 
the carburettor, plus when re-fueling the petrol tank. 








NITROGEN OXIDE - contributes greatly to the 
problems of acid rain in the form of Nitric Oxide. After 
reacting in the atmosphere with water vapor, it is then 
carried to the earth as nitric acid, which destroys 
vegetation. 

Other effects the gas has on human health include 
the aggravation of asthma - even in very low consen- 
trations ol the gas which often exist in many cities and 
low ns \\«>rlilw'ide. 
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O/O N E - acombinationof the gases hy drocarbon and 
nitrogen oxide form to release yet another deadly gas 
- ozone. Within the outer layers of the atmosphere, 
ozone protects the earth from ultraviolet rays (which 
as you should know is deplcating in rapid amounts at 
the moment ). However, at ground level, ozone is 
poisonous to crops, trees, as well as effecting human 
health. 

Many areas, Germany for example, have had more 
than 80 % of their trees left dead or dying due to ozone 
combining with acid rain. 

During hot weather, ozone reduces the functioning 
of human lungs - people with generally good health 
often experience chest pains, shortness of breath, eye 
irritations, coughs, headaches, and otherrelcated breath¬ 
ing problems. 


Carbon dioxide is only a very small part of the 
earth’s atmosphere, however carbon dioxide is cru¬ 
cially important as it regulates the amount of heat that 
the Earth absorbs from the sun. The more carbon 
dioxide there is, the better insulator the atmosphere 
becomes, as normally it reflects heat that would nor¬ 
mally escape from the earth into space. As carbon 
dioxide levels rise steadily, much of the heat is trapped 
within the earth’s atmosphere, leading the temperature 
to slowly rise - ie the "greenhouse effect ". Carbon 
dioxide immissions result from many sources includ¬ 
ing forest clearance, open fires, power stations, stoves, 
and of course, motor vehicles... 

A single tank of petrol can produce between three to 
four hundred pounds of carbon dioxide when burned. 
Vehicles account for approximally 25 % of all carbon 
dioxides released into the atmosphere. Approximally 
30 % of the total amount of carbon dioxide released into 
the atmosphere results from transport in general. 
Incidently, transport in general uses almost 
one-third of the total amount of energy consumed in the 
world today. 

A recent report com mi ssioned by Greenpeace, says 
that in many traffic conditions, car fumes such as 
carbon monoxide can be up to eighteen times greater 
inside the vehicle than of those in the air outside of the 
vehicle. 


- are often seen as the solution to the problem of 
vehicle emmissions. Car makers re-assuringly pro¬ 
claim that the fitting of Catalytic Converters (orCA1 S 
) to vehicles are an end to every body's worries regard 
ing their car and t lie environment (to perhaps capat i lise 
on the growing trend of “green” products ?) Indeed, t he 











“CAT’s” do contain certain elements that set oil van 
ous chemical reactions, which in turn convert hydro¬ 
carbons, carbon monoxide, and nitrogen oxide, into 
“harmless” by -products such as water vapor, nitrogen 
and. ..carbon dioxide. Y es, t hat ’ s n ght fol ks, your new- 
environmental ly friendly TAT’, actually contributes 
to the greenhouse effect by producing more carbon 
dixoidcs ! Oh, didn’t your glossy new car brochure 
mention that in it’s text ?! 

In addition, estimates have been made predicting that 
carbon dioxide 

emissions will have more than doubled by the year 
2020 at our current rates, pari ly due to the rapid growth 
rate of cars. Due to the massive global production of 
vehicles, any improvements made by reducing hydro 
carbons and carbon monoxide etc., will be made ir- 
rclevent in comparison to the increasingly massive 
amounts of carbon dioxide produces by vehicles. 

Millions of people worldwide are injured or killed 

on our road network. 

The motor vehicle if man’s most lethal invention - 
accidents are one of the commonest causes of death 
today. More people have lost their lives due to road 
accidents since 1945,than were killed on active service 
in World War Two. Being an ex-car driver myself, one 
very noticable point which causes very minor, as well 
as major road accidents on a regular day-to-day basis 
is quite simply aggressive driving Continually seeing 
people cutting other people off, racing other drivers, 
the littlerespect lor other road users, and ageneral lack 
of consent ration of the road is somewhat disturbing, 
not to mention the shorter lifespan this gives the vehicle 
(and driver) and also the higher consumption of fuel 
etc. 

Perhaps aggressive driving is a major reflection on 
the drivers own personality and of people in general ? 



OIL RESERVES - are presently being used in enor¬ 
mous quantities; at our current levels of consumption, 
the present oil reserves will have been complelley used 



C AR POPl LATIOS - grew by almost double be¬ 
tween 1970 and 1980. Despite the worldw ide reces¬ 
sion, the increase in vehicle numbers has shown no 
signs of reducing. The second hand car market is 
espically popular. By the year 2025, Governments 
expect to see a rise ol between 83 and 142 %. 


ALTERNATIVE EL ELS ? It seems very clear so far 
that the present and future grow thol vehicles cannot be 
endured by the world’s eco system. Lnless radical 
action is taken in the near future, the consequences will 
be very damaging, i I not fatal to the whole of mankind. 
It is very unfortuante that the oil industry arc not 
researching alternative types of fuel, but instead ex- 




























ploiling the existing fossil tueis to their very limits, 
until exhaustion. Existing efforts to research other fuel 
resources have been discouraged by oil companies 
largly due to long-term fears of profit loss to other 
enegry resourses. 

1 Iowcvcr, in Brazil for instance, approximaliy hall 
a million vehicles are run on pure alcohol. I luge areas 
of land are being used to produce over 4.2 mi llion litres 
of alcohol for the use for vehicles. This was largly 
developed due to the massive petrol rises in the 1970’s. 
l>ure alcohol contains only carbon, oxygen, and hydro¬ 
gen - producing water vapor when burned. Infact, 
different areas of the world can produce several natural 
fuels suited to the individual countries climate. 



Sweeden for instance, is currently cxperemenling 
with producing alcohol fuel by distiling it from last¬ 
growing willow trees. America have been using com, 
normal ly used lor cattle feed to produce alcohol for car 
fuel. Other types of fuel that can be used to replace 
petrol include mentanol, natural gas, solar power and 
hydrogen gas. Diesel vehicles can also use various 
vegetable oils such as sunflower, soya, and olive oils. 
All these obviously require much more research at 
present, but may possibly lead to a long-term solution 
in the future. 


PUBLIC TRANSPORT - has the potential to be an 
extremely viable solution to the transportalional prob¬ 
lem. Presently (in the UK ), the bus and rail system is 
suffering from the over use of limited resources. Often 



car dn vers continue to use their vehicle due to the lack 
of efficient public transport, and may even contribute 


to the increase in private car ownership, causing the 
evergrowing circleof chain of events. I personal ly hate 
using buses due to the current bus service being irregu¬ 
lar, expensice,over-crowded, and general ly inadequate. 
The subsidy to public transport in the UK is currently 
the lowest amoungst other European countries. 

The following is a rough personal theory of a 
transportalional system in an ideal society... 

I'he majorily oj people who use transport on a da ily 
basis, usually commute to their places of work.. I he 
huge network o) roads that currently exist connects 
virtually every person together on one single system. If 
the private motor vehicle was to become systematically 
outlawed at some time in the future, this would leave a 
bust train / monorail etc. service to be full exploited to 
it's limits in a very efficient way. The results could be 
a very low cost and effective melhord of gelt ingfrom A 
to B The bus and coach service would obviously use the 
existing road network, comprehensivly covering not 
only the local and national level, but also covering the 
continent. The consequences due to a large amount of 
buses arulcoaches online road would be having to wail 
several minutes at the very mast to catch your bus! 
coach to your desired destination, during all hours. 
Due to the regualar network oj buses!coaches on the 
roads, the longer distance tra vellers would he taken to 
their local interchanges situated within communities 
and in the centres of towns / cities / villages, each 
providing access to a much larger network oj areas via 
the train and coach system and so on. Due to the hugly 
redui:ed le vel oft raffic on the roads, the outcome would 
mean virtually no traffic hold-ups whatsoever, a mux:h 
more dependable service, and oj course, much less 
waste to the environment. Travel ticket’s and passes 
would be largly be purchased prior to the journey to 
create a more efficient service. I he use of freight via the 
rail network could be again used, relpacing the need 
for our curent heavy goods vehicles. 

All in all, this is only a brief theory and would 
obviously need much more detailed proposal’s that 
would need to be put forward, however I hope thi s may 
encourage further thought towards the current and 
future transport system, and 1 hope you may consider 
making use of the existing system more to your advan¬ 
tage, rather than our current heavy use on cars. 

CYCLING 

Finally, one of the best solutions which can presently 
be made is the use of bicycles, lhis is the tonn of 
transport I prefer personally; the cost of running a bike 
is practially ml compared to the running costs of a car, 
plus they require very little maintenance. Indeed, bi 




















c i osim; off 


cycles arc the most economic and pollution tree forms 
of transport yet invented , being excellent for local 
travel and for commuting. Bicycles also give a good 



amount ol exersisc for the rider. 

In the U K, cycl i sts suffer from bad road surfaces and 
a lack of attention in the designing of new road systems. 
During a fairly recent trip to I-uropc, it was very 
encouraging to see the level of support cyclists are 
given by the designing of roads. This was obviously a 
reflection on the sheer amount of cyclists and the 
different types of riders - from young to old, the 
contrast couldn’t be greater,cycling isdefinally under¬ 
rated in the UK. The pessimist may say thalcy cling can 
only really be done “properly” in flat areas - which 
couldn’t be father from the truth. 1 lore in Bradford, I 
manage fine on my mountain bike. The city is appar¬ 
ently the hilliest in the UK ! 


The situation that we currently face today, not 
only the environment problem, but many, many 
other problems that we face today, such as basic 
human and animal rights, wars that are constantly 
happening globally, the distribution oi w ealth and 
poverty, starv ation in the third world etc are not as 
a consequence of national governments, but of 
capitalism itself . Any progress ever made in any 
issue is al ways over-ridden by other rele vent issues. 
If we are to try and change any issue in realistic- 
terms, then we have to look at the actual source and 
cause of the problem - being capitalism. The sooner 
people involved in any type of pressure/campaign 
group can understand how the system works and to 
realise the actual cause, the sooner any real change 
can be made - otherwise any change w ill only be 
tempary measures
